All  libraries  are  listed  except  elemen- 
tary public  school  and  church  libraries 
and  those  which  belong  to  private  indi- 
viduals. They  are  arranged  alphabetically 
by  place  under  counties  and  counties  are 
arranged  alphabetically.  To  determine 
the  county  in  which  any  place  is  located 
see  list  following  these  introductory  para- 
graphs. 

Those  libraries  are  marked  with  an 
asterisk  (*)  which  are  not  free  to  the 
public  for  either  loan  or  reference  pur- 
poses. 

Libraries  marked  with  t  are  United 
States  depository  libraries;  those  marked 
with  §  are  depositories  for  the  OfScial 
gazette  of  the  Patent  0£Bce ;  those  marked 
with  II  are  geological  depositories. 

Statistics  are  printed  for  the  quarter 
but  are  sent  in  by  the  libraries  for  each 
month  separately  in  most  cases,  and  will 
be  furnished  to  any  one  who  wishes  them 
in  the  monthly  form  upon  application  to 
California  State  Library.  So  that  the 
figures  for  circulation  may  be  uniform, 
current  magazines  are  included  in  the 
total  whether  reported  that  way  or  not 

Blanks  for  October,  November  and  De- 
cember statistics  were  sent  to  all  of  the 
libraries  in  December. 

There  are  in  California  14  county  free 
libraries ;  1  library  district  library ;  1  high 
school  district  library ;  122  libraries  sup- 
ported by  city  taxation;  60  law  libraries, 
of  which  55  are  county  law  libraries ;  5S 
county  teachera*  libraries;  317  libraries 
in  educational  institutions,  of  which  5  are 
universities.  9  colleges,  G  normal  schools, 
229  public  high  schools,  08  private  schools 
and  other  institutions ;  54  miscellaneous 
institution  libraries  and  07  association  or 
society  libraries ;  57  subscription  libraries. 
In  connection  with  the  above  libraries 
there  are  2S4  branches  and  deposit  sta- 
tions. 

There  are  109  library  buildings,  of 
which  94  were  gifts,  and  of  these  gifts  78 
are  from  Andrew  Carnegie.  Of  these  78 
Carnegie  buildings,  1  is  under  construc- 
tion, and  2  are  being  planned.

Examinations. 

The  next  examinations  will  be  held  at 
the  Public  Library,  Los  Angeles,  February 
12  and  13,  1912,  and  at  the  State  Library. 
Sacramento,  February  16  and  17.  1912. 
,  In  each  case  a  written  examination  will 
be  given  on  the  first  day  at  2 :  00  F.  M. 
and  an  oral  examination  on  the  second 
day  at  10 :  (K)  a.  m.  All  who  have  appli- 
cations on  file  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  will  be  duly  notified. 

The  examinations  are  not  of  a  conven- 
,  tional  nature  concerning  literary  and  his- 
'  torical  subjects,  but  more  especially 
concerning  those  pertinent  to  the  conduct 
of  a  county  free  library.  And  though  the 
questions  may  not  deal  largely  with  tech- 
nical library  subjects,  3'et  it  is  not 
advisable  for  any  one  to  take  the  examina- 
tion who  has  not  had  library  training  and 
experience,  as  a  thorough  understanding 
of  library  technique  is  necessary  for  the 
successful  conduct  of  a  county  library 
sj'stem. 

The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  has 
decided  that  for  the  present  at  least 
examinations  will  not  be  given  outside  the 
state,  for  many  reasons. 

Experience  has  shown  that  only  per- 
sons who  have  lived  in  the  state  and 
have  done  library  work  in  a  way  to  gain 
a  personal  knowledge  of  California  con- 
ditions really  understand  the  county  li- 
brary plan  for  California. 

The  aim  of  the  examination  is  to  see 
how  thorough  is  the  applicant's  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  under  which  the  connty 
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library  work  must  be  carried  on  and  of 
the  problems  to  be  met  in  the  work  as 
it  is  actually  being  done  in  this  state. 

One  must  have  technical  library  knowl- 
edge in  order  to  conduct  a  county  library 
system  successfully  and  experience  in 
other  fields  may  prove  a  valuable  asset, 
but  a  real  understanding  of  the  work  here 
is  absolutely  necessary.  And  those  who 
do  understand  what  we  are  doing  and 
what  we  hope  to  do,  will  not  find  the 
examination  difiicult. 

Again,  the  members  of  the  Board  feel 
that  the  oral  examination  which  follows 
the  written  is  most  important  They  feel 
that  they  can  not  fairly  judge  of  an 
applicant's  qualifications  without  meeting 
him  in  this  way. 

When  a  county  is  ready  to  organize 
the  county  library  and  to  appoint  the 
county  librarian,  the  candidate  should  be 
at  hand  to  apply  in  person  for  the  posi- 
tion, and  be  ready  to  accept  the  appoint- 
ment if  it  is  offered,  and  to  begin  work 
immediately. 


In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem 
unwise  at  the  present  time  to  give  the 
examinations  anywhere  except  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Library 
Examiners. 

County  free  library  law. 

The  California  county  free  library  law 
and  circular  of  information  for  applicants 
for  certificates  of  qualification  to  hold 
ofiice  of  county  librarian  in  California  was 
published  in  ^eti;«  Note^  of  California  Li' 
hrafietf  April,  1911,  and  later  reprinted  in 
pamphlet  form.  Copies  will  be  furnished 
by  the  State  Librarian.

8tate  officers  are  entitled  to  borrow  books, 
and  private  individuals  are  accorded  the 
same  privilege  upon  presentation  of  an 
order  signed  by  a  Supreme,  Appellate  or 
Superior  Judge.  Books  may  be  kept  three 
weeks,  and  will  be  once  renewed  for  two 
weeks.  All  books  are  subject  to  recall,  if 
required  by  a  state  officer. 

Borrower's  Card. 

A  new  guarantee  card  for  borrowers 
haK  been  adopted  for  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. Heretofore  it  has  been  necessary 
for  the  persons  taking  out  books  to  have 
a  card  signed  by  a  judge  or  a  state  officer 
for  each  book  or  lot  of  books  taken  at 
one  time.  Henceforth  the  lawyers  who 
desire  to  borrow  books  will  be  required 
to  have  a  general  guarantee  card  signed 
by  a  judge  or  a  state  official,  which  card 
will  be  good  during  the  calendar  year. 
This  plan  will  relieve  borrowers  from 
naving  continually  to  have  fresh  cards 
signed. 

Index  to  Supreme  Court  Records. 

Fair  progress  is  being  made  in  the  com- 
pilation of  the  new  index  to  Supreme  and 
Appellate  court  records,  which  finally  the 
Library  hopes  to  issue  in  printed  form. 
To  date,  about  1000  volumes  have  been 
finished,  or  about  a  quarter  of  the  total 
number  of  volumes  in  the  library  col- 
lection.

SUMMARY  OF  CONSTITUTIONAI.  AMEND- 
MENTS AND  THE  LEGISLATION  OF  THE 
SPECIAL     SESSIONS     OF    THE     LEGISLATURE. 

At  the  thirty-ninth  regular  seasion  of  the 
Legislature  of  California,  January  2  to 
March  27,   1911,    twenty   three   proposed 


amendments  to  the  constitution  were  passed 
by  both  houses,  and  a  law  was  enacted 
naming  October  10,  1911,  as  the  day  for 
them  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  people.  All 
but  one  were  adopted  at  that  election.  At 
the  call  of  the  Governor  two  extraordinary 
sessions  of  the  Legislature  were  held,  the 
first  from  November  27  to  December  24, 
and  the  second  on  December  24,  1911,  to 
enact  the  laws  necessary  to  put  the  amend- 
ments into  effect  as  well  as  to  legislate 
on  other  subjects  of  importance.  The 
bills  approved  by  the  Governor  will  go 
into  effect  ninety  days  after  the  date  of 
adjournment,  with  the  exception  of 
urgency  measures  and  appropriations  for 
current  expenses. 

The  following  summary  includes  all  of 
the  constitutional  amendments,  and  some 
of  the  more  important  measures  passed 
at  the  extra  sessions. 

CONSTITUTIONAL    AMENDMENTS     AND 

ENABLINO    ACTS. 

Appeals  in  criminal  cases  (S.  C.  A.  26).t 
Relates  to  appeals  in  criminal  cases, 
prohibits  reversal  in  criminal  cases,  unless 
it  is  apparent  that  there  has  been  a  mis- 
carriage of  justice.  (Constitution,  article 
6,  sec.  4^.) 

No  legislation  was  needed  to  make  this 
amendment  operative. 

City  charters   (S.  C.  A.  48). 

Amends  section  Si  of  article  11  relating 
to  the  powers  conferred  on  municipal 
corporations  by  freeholders'  charters. 
(Const,  art.  11,  sec.  8^.) 

No   legislation   needed. 

City  charters  (S.  C.  A.  20). 

Kelatcs  to  charters  of  cities  and  amend- 
ments thereto.     (Const,  art.  11,  sec.  8.) 

No   legislation   needed. 

City  officials   (A.  C.  A.  25). 

Relating  to  the  manner  of  electing 
officers  of  cities  and  the  number  of  votes 
nei-essary  to  con.stitute  a  choice.  (Const, 
art.  20.  ser.  13.) 

The  main  purpose  of  this  amendment 
Is  merely  so  to  remove  an  ambiguity  In 
th«'  const  lint  Ion  as  to  detlne  ch'arly  the 
right  of  cities  to  employ  the  system  of 
majority  ♦■lections  already  provided  for  by 
their  ehart<'rs.  Assembly  bill  4r>  (Stat. 
ex.  1911,  chap.  10)  provides  the  nece.ssary 
machinery.

Uelates  to  regular  sessions  of  the  Legis- 
lature, provides  for  a  session  of  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  days  followed  by  a  recess 
of  not  less  than  thirty  days,  and  limits 
the  introduction  of  bills  on  reassembling 
after  such  recess.     (Const,  art.  4,  sec.  2.) 

Xo  legislation  needed. 

Eminent  domain  (S.  C.  A.  17). 

Relates  to  the  rights  of  private  prop- 
erty and  to  the  law  of  eminent  domain. 
(Const,  art.  1,  sec.  14.) 

No  legislation  needed. 

Employers'  liability   (S.C.  A.  32). 

Relates  to  compensation  for  industrial 
accidents  (Const,  art.  20,  sec.  21.) 

Two  bills  were  passed  to  put  this 
amendment  into  operation.  One  makes 
It  the  duty  of  the  Industrial  accident 
board  to  collect  statistics  of  industrial  ac- 
cidents (S.  B.  11,  Stat.  ex.  1911,  chap.  39) 
and  the  other  provides  that  every  em- 
ployer of  labor,  except  those  engaged  in 
farming,  etc.,  shall  keep  a  record  of  seri- 
ous accidents  and  report  to  the  Industrial 
accident  board.  (S.  B.  12,  Stat.  ex.  1911, 
chap.   53.) 

Impeachment  (A.  C.  A.  46). 

Relates  to  the  impeachment  of  state 
officers  and  of  judges.  (Const,  art.  4, 
sec.  18.) 

No  legislation  needed. 

Initiative  and  referendum  (S.  C.  A.  22). 

Provides  for  initiative  and  referendum. 

(Const,  art.  4,  sec.   1.) 

No  laws  were  required  to  make  this 
amendment  directly  efTectlve  in  the  state, 
but  laws  were  required  to  make  it  opera- 
tive in  the  counties.  Assembly  bill  9 
(Stat.  ex.  1911,  chap.  31)  relates  to  direct 
legislation  in  counties  and  Assembly  bill 
11  (Stat.  ex.  1911,  chap.  33)  provides  for 
direct  legislation  by  incorporated  cities 
and    towns. 

Judiciary  (A.  C.A.26). 

Relates  to  the  judiciary  and  gives  the 
Legislature  power  to  establish  inferior 
courts.     (Const,  art.  0,  sees.  1,  5,  11,  15.) 

No  legislation  needed. 

Passes  (A.  C.  A.  28). 

Relates  to  the  issuing  of  pa.sses  to  pub- 
lic officials. 

Defeated. 


Public  utilities. 

(S.C. A.  47).  To  confer  on  the  Rail- 
road Commission  power  and  jurisdiction 
to  regulate  and  control  the  business  of  fur- 
nishing certain  commodities  and  perform- 
ing certain  services  to  and  for  the  public. 
(Const,  art.  12,  sec.  23.) 

Legislation  required. 

(S.C.  A.  49).  Relates  to  public  util- 
ities in  cities.     (Const,  art.  H,  sec.  19.) 

No   legislation   needed. 

(A.  C.  A.  6).  Creating  a  railroad  com- 
mission and  defining  its  powers  and 
duties.     (Const,  art.  12,  sec.  22.) 

Legislation   required. 

(A.  C.  A.  50.)  Relates  to  railroads  and 
other  transportation  companies.  (Const, 
art.  12,  sees.  20,  21.) 

Legislation   required. 

Of  the  laws  enacted  at  the  extra  ses- 
sion the  one  of  most  far  reaching  import- 
ance is  that  which  makes  these  constitu- 
tional amendments  effective.  It  increases 
the  powers  of  the  Railroad  commission  to 
give  it  complete  power  of  regulation  and 
control  over  all  public  utilities,  the  con- 
trol of  which  is  not  reserved  by  munic- 
ipalities. The  public  utilities  included  are 
steam  and  Interurban  and  street  railways, 
express  companies,  vessels  regularly  oper- 
ating between  flxed  points  in  the  state, 
car  companies,  pipe  lines,  gas,  electrical, 
telephone,  telegraph  and  water  companies, 
wharfingers  and  warehousemen.  The 
Railroad  commission  is  changed  from  an 
elective  board  of  three  to  an  appointive 
board  of  five  to  be  named  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  terms  of  six  years"  at  $6,000  per 
year.      (A.  B.  1,  Stat  ex.  1911,  chap.  14.) 

Recall    (S.C.  A.  23). 

Provides  for  the  recall  of  public  officials 
by  the  electors  (Const,  art  23,  sec.  1.) 

No  legislation  was  required  to  make 
thl.«?  amendment  effective  for  state  officials. 
Assembly  bill  8  (Stat  ex.  1911,  chap.  30) 
provides  for  the  recall  of  elective  officers 
of  counties,  townships  and  supervisorial 
districts,  and  Assembly  bill  10  (Stat  ex. 
1911,  chap.  32)  provides  for  the  recall  in 
Incorporated  cities. 

Supreme  Court  clerk  (A.  C.  A.  33) . 

Relates  to  the  appointment  and  com- 
pensation of  the  clerk  of  the  Supreme 
court ;  to  the  appointment  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  reporters,  and  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  clerks  by  the  District  courts  of 
appeal.     (Const,  art.  6,  sec.  14,  21.) 

A  "short  ballot"  measure,  making  the 
office  of  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  court  ap- 
pointive by  the  justices  of  the  court, 
instead   of  elective. 

Taxation    (A.  C.  A.  48). 

Relates  to  the  exemption  of  property  of 

veterans  of  wars  from  taxation.     (C^Jonst 

art.  13,  sec.  1|.) 

This  amendment  will  not  become  effect- 
ive  until    the   Legislature   enacts   laws   to 
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put  It  Into  force.  This  will  probably  be 
done  at  the  next  regular  session  of  the 
Legislature. 

Term  of  office  (S.  C.  A.  45). 

Relates  to  the  term  of  any  officer  or 
commissioner  not  provided  for  in  the  con- 
Btitation.     (Const,  art.  20,  sec.  16.) 

Xo  legislation  needed. 

Text-books  (A.  C.  A.  2). 

Relates  to  the  minimum  period  for  the 
use  of  text-books  in  the  common  schools 
throughout  the  state,  providing  that  they 
shall  continue  in  use  not  less  than  four 
years  without  any  change  or  alteration 
which  will  require  or  necessitate  the 
purchase  of  new  books  by  the  pupils. 
(Const,  art.  9,  sec.  7.) 

No  legislation  needed. 

Weights  and  measures  (S.  C.  A.  2). 

Provides  that  the  Legislature  may  by 
general  and  uniform  laws  provide  for  the 
inspection,  measurement,  and  gradation 
of  merchandise,  manufactured  articles  and 
commodities.     (Const,  art.  11,  sec.  14.) 

A  bill  was  introduced  in  the  Senate 
(S.  B.  2)  but  was  lost  because  the  Senate 
could  not  agree  on  the  amendments  made 
by  the  Assembly. 

Woman  suffrage  (S.  C.  A.  8). 

Relates  to  suffrage,  giving  women  the 
right  to  vote.     (Const,  art.  2,  sec.  1.) 

This  amendment  was  OK>eratlve  Imme- 
diately upon  its  adoption,  requiring  only 
amendatory  laws  to  make  the  codes  com- 
ply with  the  amendment.  Among  the 
bills  introduced  Is  one  defining  the  qualifi- 
cations of  voters  (A.  B.  4.  Stat.  ex.  1911, 
chap.  11)  and  one  relating  to  registration 
(A.  B.  70.  Stat  ex.  1911.  chap.  47). 

OTHER   LBQISLATION    OF  THE   EXTRA 
SESSIONS. 

Conservation. 

A  law  was  passed  which  repeals  the 
Act  of  April  8,  1911  (Stat.  1911,  chap. 
406).  It  provides  that  the  appropriation 
of  water  for  generating  power  shall  not 
be  for  a  longer  period  than  forty  years, 
instead  of  twenty-five  years,  and  changes 
the  name  of  the  board  from  Board  of  con- 
trol to  State  water  commission.  (S.  B. 
48.  Stat.  ex.  1911,  chap.  41.) 

Horticulture. 

The  only  bill  considered  at  the  second 
extra  session  was  that  to  provide  for  the 
protection  of  horticulture  and  to  prevent 
the  introduction  into  the  state  of  insects 
or  diseases  or  animals  injurious  to  fruit 
or  fruit  trees  and  to  provide  for  a  quar- 
antine for  the  enforcement  of  the  act. 
The  powers  of  the  Commissioner  of  Horti- 
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culture  are  increased  so  that  he  may 
effectively  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the 
law.  This  is  an  urgency  measure  going 
into  effect  immediately  upon  approval  by 
the  Governor.  The  particular  object  of 
the  legislation  at  this  time  is  to  prevent 
the  threatened  introduction  of  the  Med- 
iterranean fruit  fly  into  this  country. 
Approved  January  2,  1912.  (A.  B.  1, 
8tat  2  ex.  1911.  chap.  1.) 

Library  sites. 

A  measure  of  interest  to  city  libraries 
is  that  amending  section  1  of  the  act  of 
April  22,  1909,  relative  to  the  acquisition 
by  municipalities  of  land  for  public  park 
or  public  playground  purposes  to  read  as 
follows :  Whenever  the  public  interest  or 
convenience  may  require,  the  city  council 
o£  any  municipality  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  acquire  by  condemnation 
any  land  situate  in  such  municipality  for 
public  park,  public  playground,  or  public 
library  purposes.  (A.  B.  41,  Stat.  ex. 
1911,  chap.  12.) 

Presidential  primary. 

The  presidential  preference  primary 
act  provides  for  the  election  of  delegates 
to  the  national  conventions  by  popular, 
state-wide  vote.  *'It  further  provides  the 
machinery  by  which  the  electors  of  each 
party  express  their  choice  and  for  bind- 
ing the  delegates  to  abide  by  such  choice." 
The  first  presidential  primary  is  to  be 
held  on  May  14,  1912.  (A.  B.  30,  SUt. 
ex.  1911,  chap.  18.) 

Reapportionment. 

The  1910  census  increases  the  number 
of  California  Representatives  in  Congress 
from  eight  to  eleven.  The  division  of  the 
state  into  eleven  (Congressional  districts 
in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  C!ongres8 
approved  August  8,  1911,  is  provided  for 
by  Assembly  bill  14  (Stat.  ex.  1911,  chap. 
38). 

Reapportionment  of  the  state  into  state 
senatorial  and  assembly  districts  is  pro- 
vided by  Assembly  bill  66  (Stat.  ex.  1911, 
chap.  37). 

The  bill  dividing  the  state  into  equal- 
ization districts  did  not  pass.     (S.  B.  49.) 

Reclamation. 

Of  particular  importance  to  the  Sacra- 
mento valley  was  the  passage  of  a  bill 
approving  the  report  of  the  California 
D6bris  Commission  on  the  control  of 
floods  in  the  river  systems  of  the  Sacr 
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mento  valley  and  adjacent  San  Joaquin 
valley,  transmitted  to  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  war  on  June  27,  1911  (62d  Gong. 
1st  sess.,  H.  doc.  81).  The  measure  pro- 
vides for  the  appointment  by  the  Gov- 
ernor of  a  reclamation  board  of  three 
members,  such  board  to  pass  on  all  plans 
for  canals  or  levees  within  the  overflow 
basins,  and  apropriates  $10,000  with 
which  the  state  engineer  shall  make  sur- 
veys to  complete  the  plans  for  the  work 
outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Debris  Ck>m- 
mission  (S.  B.  30,  Stat  ex.  1911,  chap. 
25.) 

Senate  joint  resolution  13  memorializes 
Congress  for  favorable  consideration  of 
the  project  contained  in  the  report  of  the 
California  Debris  Commission.  (Resol. 
ex.  1911,  chap.  20.) 

School  lands. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  settlement  of 
a  controversy  between  the  United  States 
and  the  State  of  Carfomia  in  relation  to 
school  land  grants  (see  Constitution, 
article  9,  sec.  4).  The  federal  govern- 
ment claims  that  prior  to  March  1,  1877, 
approximately  10,000  acres  of  land  were 
listed  to  the  state  in  excess  of  what  the 
state  was  entitled  to;  also  that  the  state 
received  indemnity  for  land  falsely  as- 
sumed to  fall  within  Mexican  grants,  this 
total  being  10,151  acres;  also  that  the 
state  had  received  indemnity  for  8715 
acres  of  mineral  land  which  the  state  has 
sold  in  place,  and  also  that  the  state  re- 
ceived 2028  acres  in  excess  of  the  500,000 
acre  grant  for  the  benefit  of  schools.  It 
is  planned  to  pay  $1.25  per  acre  for  the 
excess  prior  to  1877,  to  return  base  for 
the  mineral  land  and  land  for  any  addi- 
tional excess  in  certifications  since  1877. 
The  act  carries  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000.  This  should  lead  to  the  clearing 
up  of  title  to  450.000  acres  of  land  to 
which  the  federal  government  is  holding 
up  patents  pending  the  settlement  of  tha 
dispute.  (S.  B.  20,  Stat.  ex.  1911,  chap. 
21.)  Another  bill  withdraws  all  school 
land  from  sale  until  after  September  1. 
1913,  pending  the  settlemont  of  the  con- 
troversy. (S.  B.  37,  Stat.  ex.  1911,  chap. 
C2.) 

Text-books,  Free. 

A  constitutional  amendment  is  proposed 

providing  for  free  text-books.  The  Legis- 
lature shall  provide  for  the  appointment 


or  election  of  a  state  board  of  education 
which  shall  compile  a  uniform  series  of 
text-books  for  day  and  evening  elementary 
schools  to  be  furnished  free  to  pupils  and 
not  to  be  changed  oftener  than  once  in 
four  years.  (A.  C.  A.  3,  Resol.  ex.  1911, 
chap.  10.)

rian. 

The  State  Library  pays  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  any  one  borrowing 
through  a  county  free  library,  but  in 
every  other  instance  the  charges  both 
ways  are  paid  by  the  borrower.  Wells 
Fargo  Express  Co.  has  granted  a  half- 
merchandise  rate  to  the  borrower  on  re- 
turn shipments. 

During   the   past   three   months,   there 

has  been  a  very  marked  increase  in  the 

number  of  books  shipped  from  the  State 

Library  to  the  county  libraries  and  their 

various  branches.    The  request  slips  now 

being   used  are   proving   economical   and 

satisfactory. 

Catalog  Department. 

Ida  G.  Munson,  temporarily  in  charge. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines ;  the 
cataloging  of  the  regular  additions  of  new 
books,  and  the  recataloging  of  much  ma- 
terial needing  a  fuller  treatment  than  it 
has  heretofore  received. 

During  October,  November  and  De- 
cember 889  volumes  were  cataloged,  add- 
ing 3234  cards  to  the  catalog. 

Calif omia  Department. 

EUDORA  Gaboutte,  in  charge. 

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of  books 
on  the  history  and  description,  resources 
and  industries  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  California  authors  in  all  de- 
partments of  literature.  These  are  made 
sccessible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains about  5000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  6]e  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

Many  pioneer  cards  of  groat  interest 
have  been  received  during  the  last  three 
months.     One  of  the  most  interesting  is 


that  of  William  A.  Richardson,  who  ar- 
rived in  California  August  2,  1822.  Mr 
Richardson  came  direct  from  England  and 
settled  at  Yerba  Buena  (San  Francisco), 
where  he  was  Captain  of  the  port  for  ten 
years  and  later  became  the  most  noted 
pilot  on  San  Francisco  bay.  He  sounded 
the  bay  and  the  Sacramento  river  for  the 
purpose  of  piloting  vessels  in  1852.  The 
original  landing  for  vessels  was  the 
Presidio,  and  Captain  Richardson  took 
the  first  ship  around  to  Washington 
street.  He  married  into  the  Martinez 
family,  and  made  his  permanent  home  at 
Sausalito,  where  he  died  April  20,  1856. 

Elitha  Donner  Wilder  is  the  eldest 
daughter  of  Captain  Donner  of  the  Don- 
ner party,  and  came  to  Sutter's  fort  with 
the  first  relief  party  sent  out.  Mrs 
Wilder  is  still  living  at  Bruceville,  Sacra- 
mento county. 

Dr  Samuel  Johnson  Tennent  arrived  in 
1S18.  He  was  an  Englishman,  but  came 
to  California  from  the  Hawaiian  islands. 
Although  a  physician  and  surgeon,  he 
engaged  in  the  stock  business  and  became 
a  member  of  the  firm  of  Tennent  and 
Chamber.  Dr  Tennent  married  Maria 
Rafaela  Martines.  Being  a  British  sub- 
ject, he  fought  the  squatters  and  perfected 
the  title  to  the  Pinole  ranch,  which  was  a 
grant  to  the  Martinez  family.  He  then 
became  an  American  citizen  and  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  life  at  Pinole,  where 
he  died  August  16,  1886. 

Isaac  Munroe  Baker  came  to  the  State 
in  1846  and  was  an  officer  in  the  U.  S. 
marine  corps  at  the  time  of  the  arrival 
of  Stevenson's  regiment.  Mr  Baker  died 
in  San  Francisco  August  14,  1910. 

The  cards  of  the  Fay  brothers  are  of 
much  interest,  as  are  also  those  of  Evan 
Mosher,  Asa  Ellis  and  many  others.

Circu- 
lar and  Finding  list,  with  Call  slip  postal, 
or  with  library  trustees*  application  blank 
will  be  sent  on  request.  Writing  appli- 
ances and  games  for  the  blind  are  loaned 
as  samples  to  those  wishing  to  buy  such 
articles,  so  that  the  different  kinds  can  be 
tried  before  they  are  ordered.  Addresses 
of  firms  supplying  all  articles  loaned  will 
be  furnished  on  request. 

Books  sent  to  individuals  from  an  insti- 
tution distributing  embossed  literature  are 
carried  free  through  the  mails. 

The  first  book  was  loaned  June  13, 1905. 
There  are  now  466  blind  borrowers,  42 
borrowers  having  been  added  during  Octo- 
ber, November  and  December;  12  bor- 
rowers were  lost  by  death  during  1911, 
and  have  been  subtracted  from  the  total 
borrowers.

Libraries  marked  with  t  are  United 
States  depository  libraries;  those  marked 
with  §  are  depositories  for  the  Official 
gazette  of  the  Patent  Office ;  those  marked 
with   II  are  geological  depositories. 

Statistics  are  printed  for  the  quarter, 
but  are  sent  in  by  the  libraries  for  each 
month  separately  in  most  caseit,  and  will 
be  furnished  to  any  one  who  wishes  them 
in  the  monthly  form  upon  application  to 
California  State  Library.  So  that  the 
figures  for  circulation  may  be  uniform, 
current  magazines  are  included  in  the 
total  whether  reported  that  way  or  not. 

Blanks  for  January,  February  and 
March  statistics  were  sent  to  all  of  the 
libraries  in  March. 

There  are  in  California  16  county  free 
libraries :  1  library  district  library ;  1  high 
school  district  library ;  122  libraries  sup- 
ported by  city  taxation ;  66  law  libraries, 
of  which  55  are  county  law  libraries ;  58 
county  teachers*  libraries ;  318  libraries 
in  educational  institutions,  of  which  5  are 
oniversities.  9  colleges,  6  normal  schools, 
229  public  high  schools,  69  private  schools 
and  other  institutions ;  54  miscellaneous 
institution  libraries  and  67  association  or 
society  libraries ;  60  subscription  libraries. 
In  connection  with  the  above  libraries 
there  are  310  branches  and  deposit  sta- 
tions. 

There  are  110  library  buildings,  of 
which  94  were  gifts,  and  of  these  gifts  79 
are  from  Andrew  Carnegie.  Of  these  79 
Carnegie  buildings;  2  are  under  construc- 
tion, and  2  are  being  planned.

Second  District  Meeting. 

A  meeting:  of  the  Second  District,  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association,  was  held  in 
the  Old  Custom  House  at  Monterey  on 
February  22,  1912.  The  meeting  was 
called  to  order  at  2  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon by  the  District  President,  Miss  Etta 
Eckhardt.  A  welcome  to  the  delegates 
was  extended  by  Charles  Salterback, 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Monterey  Public  Library.  Miss  Minerva 
Waterman,  librarian  of  the  Santa  Cruz 
Public  Library  read  a  paper  on  "Adver- 
tising the  public  library,"  followed  by  a 
paper  on  the  "Relation  of  the  library  to 
the  public  schools,"  by  Miss  I.  M.  Craw- 
ford, librarian  of  the  San  Mateo  Public 
Library.  Mrs  A.  G.  Whitbeck,  librarian 
of  the  Richmond  Public  Library  gave  a 
talk  on  the  "Juvenile  work  in  the  small 
public  library." 

At  the  evening  session  Mayor  Carmel 
Martin  addressed  the  meeting,  relating 
some  of  the  early  history  of  the  Custom 
House  and  other  points  of  interest  in  and 
around  Monterey.  J.  L.  Gillis  spoke  on 
progressive  library  work  in  the  State. 
MiHS  Mary  Barmby,  of  the  Alameda 
County  Library,  gave  an  interesting  talk 
on  the  work  of  the  County  free  libraries 
of  California.  A  violin  solo  by  Mrs  James 
Mcintosh  and  a  vocal  solo  by  Miss  Ball 
completed  the  program. 

The  next  morning  the  delegates  visited 
the  libraries  in  Monterey  and  Pacific 
Grove  and  took  the  seventeen-mile  drive 
under  the  leadership  of  A.  E.  Bunker, 
President  of  the  Pacific  Grove  Library 
Board.  On  their  return  they  were  guests 
at  luncheon  at  the  home  of  Dr  Sarah

The  next  examination  will  be  held  at 
Tahoe  Tavern,  Lake  Tahoe,  June  19, 
1912,  at  3  p.  M.  All  who  have  applica- 
tions on  file  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  will  be  duly  notified. 

The  examinations  are  not  of  a  conven- 
tional nature  concerning  literary  and  his- 
torical subjects,  but  more  especially 
concerning  those  pertinent  to  the  conduct 
of  a  county  free  library.  And  though  the 
questions  may  not  deal  largely  with  tech- 
nical library  subjects,  yet  it  is  not 
advisable  for  any  one  to  take  the  examina- 
tion who  has  not  had  library  training  and 
experience,  as  a  thorough  understanding 
of  library  technique  is  necessary  for  the 
successful  conduct  of  a  county  library 
system. 

The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  has 
decided  that  for  the  present  at  least 
examinations  will  not  be  given  outside  the 
state,  for  many  reasona 

Experience  has  shown  that  only  per- 
sons who  have  lived  in  the  state  and 
have  done  library  work  in  a  way  to  gain 
a  personal  knowledge  of  California  con- 
ditions really  understand  the  county  li- 
brary plan  for  California. 

The  aim  of  the  examination  is  to  see 
how  thorough  is  the  applicants  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  under  which  the  county 
library  work  must  be  carried  on  and  of 
the  problems  to  be  met  in  the  work  as 
it  is  actually  being  done  in  this  state. 

One  must  have  technical  library  knowl- 
edge in  order  to  conduct  a  county  library 
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system  saccessfully  and  experience  in 
other  fields  may  prove  a  valuable  asset, 
but  a  real  understanding  of  the  work  here 
is  absolutely  necessary.  And  those  who 
do  understand  what  we  are  doing  and 
what  we  hope  to  do,  will  not  find  the 
examination  difficult 

Again,  the  members  of  the  Board  feel 
that  the  oral  examination  which  follows 
the  written  is  most  important  They  feel 
that  they  can  not  fairly  judge  of  an 
applicant's  qualifications  without  meeting 
him  in  this  way. 

When  a  county  is  ready  to  organize 
the  county  library  and  to  appoint  the 
county  librarian,  the  candidate  should  be 
at  hand  to  apply  in  person  for  the  posi- 
tion, and  be  ready  to  accept  the  appoint- 
ment if  it  is  offered,  and  to  begin  work 
immediately. 

In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem 
unwise  at  the  present  time  to  give  the 
examinations  anywhere  except  under  the 


direct  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Library 
Examiners.

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
information  to  any  inquirer.  It  furnishes 
books  to  public  libraries,  or  anv  other 
educntional  institution,  on  application; 
to  individuals  through  the  signature  of  a 
state  officer,  of  the  Librarian  of  the  local 
library  or  of  the  official  head  of  any  other 
educational  institution  or  on  receipt  of  a 
$j).00  deposit ;  to  a  club  or  grange  on  re- 
quest of  its  president,  secretary  or  libra- 
rian. 

The  State  Library  pays  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  any  one  borrowing 
through  a  county  free  library,  but  in 
every    other    instance    the    charges    both 
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ways  are  paid  by  the  borrower.  Wells 
Fargo  Express  C3o.  has  granted  a  half- 
merchandise  rate  to  the  borrower  on  re- 
turn shipments. 

The  service  to  high  schools  for  their 
debates,  and  to  clubs  for  their  study 
courses,  this  last  winter  has  proved  that 
librarians  should  work  out  a  better  and 
more  economical  plan  of  service.  The 
plan  that  now  suggests  itself  is  that 
county  librarians  communicate  with  the 
debate  coach  of  each  high  school  in  the 
county  before  the  close  of  the  present 
school  term,  and  find  out  what  subjects 
are  to  be  debated  the  next  school  year. 
Then  by  listing  these  together  with  what 
material  the  county  free  library  either 
has  or  is  ordering,  and  sending  the  lists 
promptly  to  the  State  Library,  it  will  be 
passible  to  be  prepared  to  give  really  good 
service.  The  same  plan  would  work  out 
for  better  service  to  clubs,  as  almost  all 
study  clubs  make  their  programs  for  the 
next  year  before  the  end  of  the  present 
study  club  year. 

Catalog  Department.

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines ;  the 
cataloging  of  the  regular  additions  of  new 
booln,  and  the  recataloging  of  much  ma- 
terial needing  a  fuller  treatment  than  it 
baa  heretofore  received.

1'he  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of  books 
on  the  history  and  description,  resources 
and  industries  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the 
wortts  of  California  authors  in  all  de- 
partments of  literature.  These  are  made 
accessible  by  means  of  n  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains about  5000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Stadenta  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Plonaera  and  Early  Settlers. 

Several  cards  bearing  very  early  dates 
of  arrival  have  been  received  during  the 
last  three  months. 

Waldemar  Francisco  De  Lahse  arrived 
in   1838.     He  came  direct   from   France 


on  a  French  man-of-war  to  San  Fran- 
cisco, where  he  acted  as  French  Consul 
from  1838  to  1857.  He  was  professor  of 
languages  in  the  State  University  from 
1860  to  1878.  He  was  a  man  of  much 
culture,  having  been  educated  in  the  Paris 
University.  Before  coming  to  California 
Mr  De  Lahse  was  Major  of  field  artil- 
lery in  the  army  of  France.  His  death 
occurred  at  Hamburg,  Germany,  May, 
1890. 

Pierre  Sainsevain,  another  French 
pioneer,  arrived  July  4,  1839.  Mr  Sain- 
sevain was  a  member  of  the  first  consti- 
tutional convention,  1849.  He  also  built* 
the  first  sawmill,  1843,  the  first  flour  mill, 
1844,  and  the  first  vessel,  1845.  The  lat- 
ter was  a  small  schooner,  150  tons.  In 
1853  he  planted  the  first  large  vineyard, 
40,000  vines,  in  Santa  Clara  county.  Mr 
Sainsevain  was  closely  allied  with  the 
wine  industry  for  many  years.  He  re- 
turned to  Bordeaux,  France,  where  he 
died  October  4,  1904. 

Mary  Murphy  Covillaud  was  a  member 
of  the  Donner  party.  Marysville  was 
named  in  her  honor  and  was  her  home  up 
to  the  time  of  her  death,  which  occurred 
in  1867. 

William  B.  Qsburn,  who  is  still  living, 
arrived  in  1847.  He  married  into  the 
Flores  family  and  has  many  interesting 
stories  to  tell  of  the  **splendid  idle 
forties."

LAKE  TAHOE,  JUNE  17  TO  22. 


The  seventeenth  annual  meeting  of  the 
California  Library  Association  was  held 
at  Tahoe  Tavern,  Lake  Taboe,  Jane  17  to 
22,  1912,  jointly  with  the  third  annual 
convention  of  the  California  County 
Librarians.  President  Gillis  called  the 
meeting  to  order  at  2  o*clock  on  the  after- 
noon of  June  17th  in  one  of  the  rooms  of 
the  Casino  overlooking  the  beautiful  lake. 

The  notes  of  the  meeting  which  follow 
will  be  supplemented  by  the  publication  of 
the  addresses  and  papers  in  the  **Hand- 
book  and  Proceedings  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing, 1912,"  to  be  published  later.  The 
meetings  were  informal,  full  of  interest 
and  enthusiasm,  with  free  discussion  of 
all  topics. 

The  register  shows  an  attendance  of 
123,  representing  39  public  libraries,  12 
county  libraries,  4  state,  university  and 
college  libraries.  4  institutional  libraries, 
and  3  libraries  in  other  states. 

Folk  songs. 

At  the  opening  session  Mrs  Mary 
Roberts  Coolidge,  of  Berkeley,  gave  the 
first  of  a  series  of  short  talks  on  the  folk 
songs  of  the  different  nations.  She  sang 
three  old  English  ballads,  explaining  their 
origin  and  meaning.  The  groups  on  the 
succeeding  days  were  Scotch  ballads,  Old 
French  ballads.  Old  Spanish  folk  songs 
and  Songs  of  the  Pyrenees.  On  Thursday 
Mrs  Coolidge*8  subject  was  "Songs  of  the 
far  west,"  bringing  her  week's  contribu- 
tion down  to  our  own  time  and  surround- 
ings by  singing  Mexic«iD- Spanish  songs, 
cowboy  songs,  and  pioneer  ballads.  She 
then  made  a  plea  for  simple  home  singing, 
for  a  discrimination  between  the  cheap 
popular  and  the  good  popular  songs,  and 
showed  in  words,  as  she  had  the  entire 
week  by  her  songs,  that  the  taste  may  be 
simple  but  the  music  may  nevertheless 
have  all  merit.  These  ballad  talks  *'gave 
an  exquisite  charm  to  the  sessions,"  to 
quote  one  of  the  delegates,  and  one  song. 
"Malbrough,"  so  moved  the  audience  "with 


the  tears  of  a  thousand  years"  that  a  vote 
of  thanks  was  given  standing. 

Foreigners  In  California. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
California  expects  a  great  increase  in 
immigration.  In  an  address  on  "Cali- 
fornia and  the  immigrant,"  Miss  Grace 
E.  Trumbull,  of  the  California  Develop- 
ment Board,  emphasized  the  necessity  of 
being  prepared  for  this  immigration. 
There  are  many  problems  to  meet  in  dis- 
tribution, protection,  instruction  and 
Americanizing  of  the  immigrants.  "The 
part  of  libraries  in  the  working  out  of  the 
immigration  problems  is  twofold:  first 
educating  the  Americans  and,  second,  edu- 
cating the  immigrants  themselves."  Al- 
though the  attitude  toward  foreigners  is 
probably  as  generous  in  California  as 
anywhere  in  the  country,  we  have  also  the 
spirit  of  racial  narrowness,  being  too 
ready  to  think  slightingly  of  the  immi- 
grants. "During  the  last  ten  years  the 
list  of  human-interest  immigration  books 
has  lengthened  hopefully,  but  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  it  will  be  doubled  many  times 
in  the  next  few  years,  and  that  the 
libraries  may  be  instrumental  in  stimu- 
lating an  interest  in  the  kind  of  reading 
which  will  teach  Americans  who  the  peo- 
ple are  that  are  coming  to  our  land,  and 
what  they  are.  The  libraries,  in  meet- 
ing the  educative  problems  that  relate  to 
immigration  will  find  that  the  need  of 
enlightenment  is  not  confined  to  the 
foreign  population." 

The  fact  that  the  second  generation  of 
the  immigrant  population  tends  to  an 
increase  in  the  percentage  of  crimes, 
shows  the  necessity  of  educating  the 
parents  as  well  as  the  children.  "If  we 
could  possess  the  foreign-language  books 
which  would  contain  some  part  at  least 
of  the  knowledge  that  their  children  are 
acquiring  in  English,  if  we  could  let  them 
know  that  such  reading  matter  were  avail- 
able   and    free,    many — not    all    by    any 
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means — of  the  parents  would  be  eager  to 
get  hold  of  it."

As  a  representative  of  the  Common- 
wealth Club  of  California,  R.  S.  Gray,  of 
San  Francisco,  attended  the  meeting^  and 
contributed  an  account  of  the  work  of 
the  club.  **Briefly  expressed  it  might  be 
said  that  the  work  of  the  club  is  locally 
applied  sociology.*'  Of  particular  interest 
to  library  people  is  the  plan  to  build  up 
a  working  civic  library  which  shall  as 
far  as  possible  include  all  material  neces- 
sary to  enable  students  to  inform  them- 
selves in  respect  to  social,  economic  and 
industrial  conditions  and  problems  of 
California  and  its  principal  municipalities. 

Library  training. 

To  the  great  pleasure  oi  the  meeting, 
Miss  Faith  E.  Smith,  director  of  the 
Training  Class  of  the  Chicago  Public 
Library,  stopped  over  a  day  at  Tahoe  on 
her  way  to  Berkeley  to  join  the  summer 
school  faculty.  She  told  of  the  plans  for 
the  class  in  library  methods  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  summer  school,  and 
answered  many  questions  about  the  class, 
and  about  the  work  in  the  Chicago  class. 

On  the  following  day  Miss  Margaret 
Dold  read  a  delightful  paper  on  her  work 
with  the  class  in  library  training  in  the 
Chico  Normal  School. 

Charles  S.  Greene,  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  library  training  school,  re- 
ported that  while  the  present  year  has 
not  been  favorable,  there  is  no  less  desire 
and  no  less  need  of  a  permanent  school. 
The  work  of  the  summer  school  will  be 
of  great  value  but  will  not  touch  the 
need.  While  there  is  no  report  of  activ- 
ity on  the  part  of  the  committee  there  is 
a  deeper  determination  that  there  shall 
be  such  a  school. 

Work  with  clubs  and  schools. 

Miss  Susan  T.  Smith,  of  the  iieference 
Department  of  the  State  Library,  spoke 
on  "Work  with  the  study  clubs  and  high 
schools."  She  said  that  anticipation  of 
the  wants  and  nc^eds  of  the  reading  public 
during  the  different  seasons  of  the  year, 
is  the  keynote  of  successful  reference 
work,  especially  if  attempted  at  long- 
distance range.  She  emphasized  the  neces- 
sity of  anticipation,  especially  in  regard 
to  the  work  with  cUibs  and  high  schools. 
The  work  of  the  State  Library  with  clubs 
consists  in  covering  the  topics  of  a  pro- 
gram with  a  suggestive  list  of  books,  or 


with  a  selected  collection  of  books ;  of 
making  a  selection  of  sub-reading  for  dis- 
cussion by  the  club  to  fit  into  the  main 
theme  of  the  program,  with  names  of 
books  available.  At  present  this  work  all 
falls  into  a  brief  space  of  time  between 
the  last  of  August  and  the  middle  of  Sep- 
tember. Many  clubs  choose  the  same  sub- 
jects for  approximately  the  same  dates 
and  it  is  difficult  to  find  enough  books  to 
go  round.  Libraries  could  help  to  remedy 
this  difficulty  by  urging  clubs  to  send  in 
the  subjects  of  their  programs  at  the  end 
of  the  club  year  instead  of  the  beginning. 
County  librarians  could  secure  at  least  a 
tentative  program  from  all  the  clubs  in 
the  county  or  make  suggestions  for  rea- 
sonable standard  subjects  to  be  chosen 
and  juggle  the  dates  so  there  is  less  con- 
flict, giving  the  State  Library  due  notice. 

Practically  the  same  points  apply  to  the 
work  with  the  high  schools.  Subjects  for 
debate  are  selected  at  the  last  moment, 
during  the  library's  busiest  season,  with- 
out any  discrimination  as  to  the  fitness 
of  the  subject  for  debate,  or  any  regard 
for  the  use  of  the  material  by  other  high 
schools  in  the  State,  or  even  for  those  in 
the  same  community.  County  librarians 
are  urged  to  educate  the  principal  and  his 
staff  to  appreciate  the  need  of  putting 
high  school  debate  work  on  the  same  basis 
of  direction  as  are  other  student  affairs ; 
second,  to  educate  the  students  to  be  fore- 
handed, to  select  debatable  subjects,  with 
due  consideration  of  the  needs  of  other 
high  schools  and  to  make  the  best  and 
wisest  use  of  the  material  already  at 
hand. 

The  next  speaker  was  A.  J.  Cloud, 
Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  San 
Francisco,  "High  school  debates  in  prac- 
tice." He  said  that  the  great  difficulty 
in  high  school  debate  work  lies  in  the 
fact  that  the  teachers  take  so  little  inter- 
est. The  teachers  are  trained  to  take  an 
interest  in  written  work  only,  not  in  oral 
expression.  The  debating  leagues  are  fre- 
quently composed  entirely  of  students  still 
in  school.  This  explains  the  selection  of 
questions  for  debate.  The  students  need 
regulation  by  maturer  minds  and  they 
need  training  in  both  formal  and  informal 
debating.  There  are  few  gifted  orators, 
but  by  careful  drilling  all  pupils  can  be 
trained  to  think  and  to  speak  on  their 
feet,  more  or  less  effectively.    They  should 
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leiffily  thought  nothing  could  possibly 
mean  a  help  to  the  place.  She  also  told 
of  the  value  Santa  Barbara  County 
branches  are  receiving  from  the  visits  of 
persons  trained  in  library  work,  for  the 
county  librarian  goes  all  about  the  county 
from  time  to  time,  bringing  enthusiasm 
and  fresh  interest  to  the  communities. 

Miss  Anne  Madison,  of  Imperial 
County,  told  of  the  enthusiasm  the  people 
there  are  showing  in  the  establishment 
and  service  of  the  branches. 

L.  W.  Ripley,  of  Sacramento,  told  of 
the  value  of  visits  to  the  different  places 
in  his  county.  Miss  Barmby,  of  Alameda 
County,  and  Miss  Bigley,  of  Merced 
County,  told  of  the  great  good  which  has 
been  derived  from  the  meetings  of  the 
branch  library  custodians  in  their  coun- 
ties. 

Miss  Victoria  Ellis,  of  the  Long  Beach 
Public  Library,  told  of  the  success  of  the 
three  branches  of  that  library,  one  of 
which  is  used  as  a  social  center.  The 
others  are  in  school  buildings. 

Miss  Minnie  M.  Oakley,  of  the  Los  An- 
geles Public  Library,  reported  that  they 
have  17  branches  and  20  deposit  stations. 
Quarters  are  provided  in  four  playground 
clubhouses.  There  is  a  library  in  a  de- 
partment store*  rest  room,  also  in  an  old 
ladies'  home.  There  are  four  Sunday 
school  branches. 

San  Diego  has  one  branch,  said  Mrs 
Hannah  P.  Davison,  of  the  San  Diego 
Public  Library,  at  La  Jolla,  twelve  miles 
from  San  Diego,  and  it  is  a  great  success. 
They  are  planning  for  more  branches. 

In  Redlands,  Miss  Artena  M.  Chapin, 
of  the  A.  K.  Smiley  Public  Library,  re- 
ported that  they  have  just  opened  a 
branch  for  the  summer  months. 

Printed  book  lists. 

San  Joaquin  County  handles  more 
books  than  any  other  county.  W.  F. 
Clowdsley  attributes  this  large  use  of 
books  mainly  to  his  plan  of  advertising 
by  means  of  printed  book  lists  on  all  sub- 
jects of  Interest  to  the  people.  These  are 
published  every  week  in  the  newspapers 
and  requests  come  in  from  all  over  the  < 
county  in  response.  Mr  Clowdsley  read 
letters  from  schools  and  clubs  expressing  | 
appreciation  of  the  service  given  by  the 
San  Joaquin  County  Library. 


County  free  library  handbook. 

L.  W.  Ripley,  of  Sacramento,  reported 
progress  in  the  preparation  of  the  County 
free  library  handbooK.  He  said  it  had 
reached  a  point  where  the  help  of  several 
people  was  needed,  and  he  suggested  that 
a  conference  of  county  librarians  be  held 
some  time  during  the  meeting. 

"Tricks  of  the  trade." 

At  another  session  the  topic,  **Tricks  of 
the  trade"  served  to  open  a  discussion  on 
many  things  found  especially  effectual. 
For  Alameda  County,  Miss  Barmby  told 
of  the  pictures  they  have  been  buying, 
Braun  Clement  &  Co.  prints.  The 
branches  are  supplied  with  frames  of 
uniform  size  and  the  pictures  are 
changed  frequently.  Miss  Ida  M.  Rea- 
gan, of  Madera  County,  plans  to  enclose 
a  dodger  containing  a  concise  statement 
about  the  county  free  library  with  the 
sample  ballots  sent  to  all  voters.  Miss 
Bigley,  of  Merced  County,  expects  to  sup- 
ply foreign  books  and  to  subscribe  for 
three  periodicals  in  foreign  languages.  The 
money  received  from  fines  is  used  to  beau- 
tify the  branches.  J.  F.  Daniels,  of  River- 
side County,  believes  in  getting  personally 
acquainted  with  the  people  and  the 
country.  Mrs  Linn,  of  Santa  Barbara 
County,  finds  useful  as  a  permanent  bul- 
letin a  county  map  on  which  the  county 
free  library  distributing  points  are 
marked.  She  suggested  the  use  of  a  sign 
for  the  branches  and  asked  if  a  uniform 
sign  could  not  be  adopted  to  be  used  by 
all  the  counties,  a  sign  that  would  mean 
book  service,  just  as  the  blue  and  white 
telephone  sign  means  telephone  service. 
As  a  result  of  the  discussion  on  signs  the 
President  appointed  a  committee,  consist- 
ing of  Mrs  Linn,  Miss  Jennie  Herrman 
and  L.  W.  Ripley,  to  take  up  the  matter 
and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

For  Stanislaus  County,  Miss  Cornelia 
D.  Provines  reported  that  the  city  and 
county  l>ooks  are  accessioned  separately 
and  so  designated  that  they  are  readily 
distinguished.  In  Tulare  County,  Miss 
Horrman  has  the  custodians  of  the 
branches  mark  the  application  blanks  to 
show  whether  the  applicant  is  an  adult, 
a  young  person,  or  a  child.  This  is  a 
groat  help  in  selecting  appropriate  books 
to  send  out  to  the  branches.     Miss  Hunt- 
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ingtoD,  of  Yolo  County,  pastes  in  the 
back  of  a  new  book  the  book  review  cut 
from  the  paper  book  jacket.  The  people 
find  this  helpful  in  selecting  books.

In  his  report  the  President  commended 
the  work  of  the  district  officers  during 
the  year.

After  discussion  it  was  voted  that  the 
matter  of  bringing  the  index  down  to 
date  and  of  having  it  printed  be  referred 
to'  the  Jixecutive  Committee  with  power 
to  act. 

The  Nominating  Committee  presented 
the  following  ticket:  President,  J.  L. 
Gillis ;  Vice-President,  Caroline  S.  Wa- 
ters ;  Secretary-Treasurer,  Alice  J.  Haines. 
There  were  no  other  nominations  and  the 
ticket  was  unanimously  elected. 

Everett  R.  Perry,  chairman  of  the 
Resolutions  Committee,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions  which  were  adopted: 

Reaolved,  That  the  California  Library 
Association  cordially  invites  the  American 
Library  Association  to  hold  Its  conference 
for  1916  in  San  Francisco  at  the  time  of 
the  Exposition  which  will  commemorate 
the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

Whereas,  The  Committee  on  the  Rela- 
tion of  the  A.  L.  A.  and  State  Library 
Associations  expressed  itself  as  "desirous 
of  receiving  suggestions  from  the  various 
state  associations  regarding  the  basis  and 
methods  for  affiliation"; 

Reaolved,  That  the  California  Library 
Association  believes  that  afniiation  with 
the  national  organization  would  be  ad- 
vantageous and  suggests  as  the  first  step 
toward  such  afllliation  state  representa- 
tion in  the  A.  L.  A.  Council  on  the  basis 
of  one  delegate  from  each  state  having 
an  association. 

Resolved,  That  the  hearty  thanks  of 
the  California  Library  Association  are 
hereby  extended  to  those  who.  though 
outside  the  profession,  have  shown  their 
interest  in  our  work  by  being  present, 
and  who  have  greatly  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  meeting  by  delivering  lec- 
tures on  which  they  have  shown  them- 
selves especially  well  prepared. 

Resolved,  That  the  Association  hereby 
expresHes  its  thanks  to  the  management 
of  Tahoe  Tavern  for  the  unfailing  cour- 
tesy shown  toward  its  members  during 
this  meeting.

All  libraries  are  listed  except  elemen- 
tary public  school  and  church  libraries 
ana  those  which  belong  to  private  indi- 
viduals. They  are  arranged  alphabetically 
by  place  under  counties  and  counties  are 
arranged  alphabetically.  To  dett^rmine 
the  county  in  which  any  place  is  located 
see  list  following  these  introductory  para- 
graphs. 

Those  libraries  are  marked  with  an 
asterisk  (♦)  which  are  not  free  to  the 
public  for  either  loan  or  reference  pur- 
poses. 

Libraries  marked  with  t  are  United 
States  depository  libraries;  those  marked 
with  §  are  depositories  for  the  Official 
gazette  of  the  Patent  Office ;  those  marked 
with  II  are  geological  depositories. 

Statistics  are  printed  for  the  quarter, 
but  are  sent  in  by  the  libraries  for  each 
month  separately  in  most  cases,  and  will 
be  furnished  to  any  one  who  wishes  them 
in  the  monthly  form  upon  application  to 
California  State  Library.  So  that  the 
figures  for  circulation  may  be  uniform, 
current  magazines  are  included  in  thp 
total  whether  reported  that  way  or  not. 

Blanks  for  April,  May  and  June  statis- 
tics were  sent  to  all  of  the  libraries  in 
June,  except  those  in  high  schools  and 
other  educational  institutions  that  are 
closed  the  end  of  June. 

Blanks  for  annual  reports  were  sent  to 
all  of  the  free  public  libraries  and  the 
county  free  librarips  in  June. 

There  ape  in  California  17  county  free 
libraries ;  1  library  district  library  :  2  hiyh 
school  district  libraries  ;  124  libraries  sup- 
ported by  city  taxation ;  60  law  libraries, 
of  which  55  are  county  law  libraries;  58 
county  teachers'  libraries ;  318  libraries 
in  educational  institutions,  of  which  5  are 
universities,  9  colleges,  6  normal  schools. 
229  public  high  schools,  G9  private  schools 
and  other  institutions ;  50  miscellaneous 
institution  libraries  and  G8  association  or 
society  libraries ;  57  subscription  libraries. 
In  connection  with  the  above  libraries 
there  are  331  branches  and  deposit  sta- 
tions.

will  also  be  given  to  any  librarian  who 
wants  a  permanent  position  in  a  library, 
or  who  wants  special  work,  such  as  cata- 
loging small  libraries,  etc.

The  meeting  will 
be  more  fully  rejiorted  in  the  Handbook 
and  proceedings  of  the  annual  meeting, 
1912,  which  will  be  published  at  an  early 
date. 

Sixth  District  Meeting. 

A  meeting  of  the  sixth  district  of  the 
California  Library  Asociation  was  held 
at  Riverside  on  Friday.  April  2(5,  1S>12, 
and  was  attended  by  about  sixty-five  per- 
.sons.  including  seven  library  trustei»s,  be- 
ing the  largest  meeting  in  the  history  of 
this  district. 

Those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to 
arrive  early  were  conducted  through  the 
beautiful  (ilenwood  Hotel  by  a  guide  who 
explained  the  many  interesting  featuws 
of  this  unique  hostelry,  and  also  were 
privileged  to  hear  a  brief  concert  on  the 
pi|>e  organ. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  Mrs  H.  P.  Davison. 
President,  called  the  meeting  to  order  in 
the  Cloister  room  of  the  hotel,  and  in  the 
absence  of  Miss  Jacobus,  the  Secretary, 
appointed  Miss  Chapin.  of  Uedlands,  as 
Secretary  pro  tern.  After  a  few  remarks 
by  Mrs  Davison,  who  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  two  s.'ssions  of  the  day  would 
be  informal  and  with  free  discussions,  the 
Hon.  \V.  L.  Pet*»rs.  Mayor  of  Riverside, 
was  introduced  and  gave  the  address  of 
welcome.  Mr  Petors  .said  that  nothing  is 
more  beneficial  than  to  get  together  occa- 
sionally and  rub  elbows,  and  the  best 
m«H^ tings  are  the  informal  ones.  He  con- 
siders that  no  branch  of  the  city  depart- 
ment is  brought  closer  to  the  people  than 
tlu'  city  library,  and  that  communities  are 
iM'^inning  to  realize  this  more  and  more. 

Mrs  Davison  resjwndiMl  for  the  associa- 
tion. The  President  then  announced  the 
following  chairmen  of  <'ommittei»s.  who 
were  instructed  to  appoint  two  memliers 
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to  serve  with  them,  if  deemed  advisable : 
i*ommittee  on  Resolutions,  K.  II.  Field, 
Hedlands :  Committee  on  Library  Train- 
in;?.  J.  F.  Daniels,  Riverside ;  Committee 
on  Communications  to  the  State  Library, 
Artena  M.  (^hapin.  Redlands. 

The  President  next  introduced  the  Hon. 
II.  L.  Carnahan.  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trisstres  of  the  Riverside  Public  Li- 
brary. Mr  Carnahan  spoke  on  **The  plan 
of  a;;ricultural  service  for  the  Public  Li- 
brary.** and  in  an  interesting  manner  told 
of  the  beKinnin^TS  of  the  special  agricul- 
tnrnl  service  of  the  Riverside  library. 
He  said  every  library  should  have  a 
hobby.  Riverside  being  a  farming  com- 
munity it  seemed  best  to  supply  books 
which  would  be  most  useful  to  the  farmer. 
"A  few  years  ago  there  were  a  few  scien- 
tific farmers  who  were  trying  to  find  how 
best  to  do  things,  and  I  thought  we  ought 
to  put  the  results  of  their  efforts,  which 
they  had  published  in  bulletins,  into  the 
hands  of  the  people.  So  I  decided  that 
this  being  the  ideal  farming  comihunity 
of  this  part  of  the  country,  it  would  make 
our  library  the  foremost  one  out  here.  It 
was  slow  in  starting.  I  called  together 
all  of  the  experts  of  the  community  on 
dry  farming,  entomology,  cultivation  of 
orange  groves,  fertilization,  gardening,  etc.. 
and  Hske<l  them  to  be  a  committee  to  help 
collect  material  for  the  library  along  their 
special  lines  of  work.  We  are  now  gather- 
ing together  everything  obtainable  con- 
cerning farming  in  its  broadest  sense  and 
making  it  acc.'ssible.  Bulletins  have  been 
issued.  We  are  becoming  known,  and  de- 
mands are  <*oming  in  from  outside  com- 
munities and  from  exi)erts.  The  best 
method  to  give  service  is  to  collect  the 
material  and  then  advertise  it.  through 
n«»wspn])ers  and  other  media."  As  a  re- 
sult of  thi'se  efforts  there  is  a  tax  levy 
in  Riverside  of  about  $1.00  for  every  per- 
son in  the  city.  I*eople  approve  of  the 
library's  methods  and  are  deriving  benefit 
from  it. 

.losMph  F.  Daniels.  Librarian  of  the 
Riverside  Public*  Library,  then  addresscnl 
the  m<»etin*j  on  "Agricultural  documents." 
Mr  Daniels  has  built  up  two  extensive 
agriciilt:]ral  libraries  and  has  had  a  large 
rxiMTienc*  along  this  line  which  enabled 
him  to  give  som"  valuable  advice  to  those 
pr;'S'nt.  He  said  then*  an»  three  things 
to  N»  considered  about  agricultural  docu- 
ments:    What    are    theyV     How   can    we 


get  them?  and  How  can  we  make  use  of 
them?  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that 
not  all  state  publications  come  from  the 
agricultural  experiment  stations:  some 
are  from  the  (Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 
Then  too  there  are  congresses,  such  as  the 
Irrigation  Congress.  Dry  Farming  Con- 
gress, etc..  which  publish  valuable  pai>ers. 
Canadian  documents  are  extremely  valu- 
able, and  are  usually  published  with  more 
care  than  the  IT.  S.  documents ;  especially 
valuable  are  the  publications  on  hus- 
bandry. 

How  to  get  them :  Write  direct  to  the 
Agricultural  department,  or,  to  your  con- 
gressman. Cultivate  people  and  indirectly 
you  may  get  what  you  want.  Only  the 
very  recent  do(*uments  are  in  the  con- 
gressman's quota  and  he  cannot  send  any- 
thing unless  everything  is  itemized.  "The 
shotgun  policy**  is  to  scatter  demands 
everywhere,  but  the  best  way  is  to  get 
acquainted,  with  the  Librarian  of  Con- 
gress and  others  in  authority,  and  state 
clearly  just  what  you  want.  How  to  ar- 
range them:  Each  library  probably  has 
its  own  method.  Pamphlet  cases  are 
good.  Sort  and  classify  and  catalog 
them.  By  constant  handling  you  will  be- 
come familiar  with  them.  How  to  use 
them:  Give  the  inquirer  what  you  have 
and  make  a  mental  note  that  you  will  ob- 
tain more  immediately.  Make  your  own 
plans  for  arrangement  as  will  best  meet 
your  nee<ls.  I'se  w^hat  you  have  and 
don't  spend  time  wishing  for  something 
you  haven't. 

At  twelve  o'clock  the  meeting  adjourned 
to  go  to  the  dining  room  of  the  hotel, 
where  tlie"  memliers  were  the  guests  of  the 
Riverside  Library  Board  at  luncheon. 

From  one  until  three  o'clock  was  Hyyent 
in  inspecting  the  public  library.  This  was 
I)erhaps  the  most  instructive  part  of  the 
dsy  for  it  showed  up  many  desirable  fea- 
tures of  library  work  which  could  well  be 
followed  by  other  libraries.  The  sys- 
tematic manner  in  which  the  work  is  l)e- 
ing  carried  on  under  the  librarianship  of 
Mr  Daniels  elicited  much  praise  from  the 
visitors. 

The  afternoon  session,  which  began  at 
thriH*  o*clock,  consisted  of  informal  talks. 
followe<i  by  brief  discussions,  on  two  or 
three  topics  of  general  interest  to  li- 
brarians. First  there  were  r»ad  short 
statements  fnmi  a  half  dozen  meraliers  of 
what   had   been    the   greati  st   acf(mii)lish- 
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ment  of  the  year  in  the  library.  These 
statements  were  sent  by  absent  members 
in  response  to  a  request  of  the  president. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions extended  the  thanks  of  the  mem- 
bers to  the  District  President,  to  the  Di- 
rectors and  the  Librarian  of  the  Riverside 
Public  Library',  to  the  Mayor,  to  Mr 
Frank  Miller  of  the  Glen  wood  Mission 
Inn  and  to  all  others  who  aided  in  mak- 
ing the  meetinf?  a  success. 

The  discussions  were  opened  by  a  short 
talk  by  Miss  Steffa,  Pomona  College  Li- 
brary, on  "More  relaxation  for  librarians." 
Miss  Steffa  said  the  most  ideal  relaxation 
is  to  go  beyond  the  bounds  of  civilization, 
to  forget  work  and  libraries  entirely,  but 
the  vacations  of  a  librarian  are  usually 
too  short  for  her  to  relax.  She  should, 
however,  relax  somewhat  each  day.  Li- 
brarians work  as  conscientiously  and 
closely  as  teachers  ant»  do  not  have  half 
as  much  vacation.  In  the  discussion  that 
followed  Mr  Carnahan  said  he  thought  if 
librarians  took  relaxation  every  day  they 
would  not  need  long  vacations.  If  the 
librarian  enjoys  his  work  he  will  not  tire. 
The  Riverside  library  has  a  rest  room 
with  no  chairs,  only  couches,  so  that  the 
assistants  must  lie  down  on  them  and 
really  rest ;  there  is  no  reading  matter 
there  as  they  must  get  away  from  books. 
The  Librarian  should  take  a  vacation 
which  is  a  diversion. 

Miss  Beckley  of  Los  Angeles  then  gave 
a  few  helpful  suggestions  on  *'The  best 
expenditures  for  the  picture  department 
in  libraries  limited  to  $25  per  year."  Her 
strongest  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  un- 
wisdom of  buying  cheap  photographs. 
"Do  not  purchase  cheap  photographs.  By 
far  the  l)est  ones  are  Braun.  Clement  & 
Company  photographs.  I  would  prefer 
to  have  ten  good  ones  than  a  hundred 
cheap  ones  which  will  fade.  You  cannot 
get  good  values  from  the  latter."  One  or 
two  goo<l  pictures  should  be  added  each 
year,  but  have  them  the  best.  The  Los 
Angeles  Public  Library  will  lend  photo- 
graphs if  the  borrowing  library  pays  the 
transi)ortation.  Most  colorful  prints  are 
worthless  because  the  color  is  not  correct. 
Braun,  Clement  &  Company  and  the  Ber- 
lin Photographic  Co.  are  the  best  firms. 
The  pictures  should  be  framed  artistically 
and  to  suit  the  subject. 

Miss   Waters  of   San   Bernardino   then 


opened  the  discussion  on  "How  can  teach- 
ers help  libraries?"  At  San  Bernardino 
the  teachers  are  asked  to  make  out  lists 
in  advance  so  that  the  demand  will  not 
come  at  the  busiest  time  of  day.  Each 
teacher  is  visited  personally  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  and  urged  to  make  out 
lists  for  supplementary  reading.  Mr 
Daniels  said  that  five  schoolhouses  had 
been  selected  at  Riverside  in  which  have 
been  placed  about  200  books.  By  this 
means  they  are  trying  to  establish  a  good 
schoolroom  service.  The  teacher  shoald 
be  given  the  sui)ervision  and  choice  of  the 
books. 

Mr  Field  talked  briefly  on  '^Book  Re- 
views." He  said  that  reviews  had  come 
to  be  controlled  so  largely  by  publishing 
houses  that  a  large  part  of  them  were 
undependable.  The  Bookman  and  Nation 
reviews  are  valuable.

concoruing  literary  and  his- 
lorical  subjects,  but  more  especially  con- 
cerning those  pertinent  to  the  conduct  of  a 
county  free  library.  And  though  the 
([upstions  may  not  deal  largely  with  tech- 
nical library  subjects,  yet  it  is  not  advis- 
able for  any  one  to  tahe  the  examination 
who  tins  not  had  library  training  and  ex- 
perience, as  a  thorough  understanding  of 
library  technique  is  necessary  for  the  suc- 
cessful conduct  of  a  county  library  system. 

The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  has 
decided  that  for  the  present  at  least  exam- 
inations will  not  be  given  outside  the  state, 
for  many  reasons. 

Eiperience  has  sbown  that  only  persons 
who  have  lived  in  the  state  and  have  doue 
library  work  in  a  way  to  gain  a  personal 
knowledge  of  California  conditions  really 
understand  the  county  library  plan  for 
California. 

The  aim  of  the  e 
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how  thorough  is  the  applicant's  knowledge 
of  the  conditions  under  which  the  county 
library  work  must  be  carried  on,  and  of 
the  problems  to  be  met  in  the  work  as 
it  is  actually  being  done  in  this  state. 

One  must  have  technical  library  knowl- 
edge in  order  to  conduct  a  county  library 
system  successfully  and  experience  in 
other  fields  may  prove  a  valuable  asset, 
but  a  real  understanding  of  the  work  here 
is  absolutely  necessary.  And  those  who 
do  understand  what  we  are  doing  and 
what  we  hope  to  do.  will  not  find  the 
examination  difficult. 

Again,  the  members  of  the  Board  feel 
that  the  oral  examination  which  follows 
the  written  is  most  important.  They  feel 
that  they  can  not  fairly  judge  of  an 
applicant's  qualifications  without  meeting 
him  in  this  way. 

When  a  county  is  ready  to  organize 
the  county  library  and  to  apiwint  the 
county  librarian,  the  candidate  should  be 
at  hand  to  apply  in  person  for  the  posi- 
tion, and  be  ready  to  accept  the  ap|)oint- 
ment  if  it  is  offered,  and  to  begin  work 
immediately. 


In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem 
unwise  at  the  present  time  to  give  the 
examinations  anywhere  except  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Library 
Examiners. 

Sample  examination  questions  can  not 
be  furnished.

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
information  to  any  inquirer.  It  fumishett 
books  to  public  libraries,  or  any  other 
educational  institution,  on  application; 
to  individuals  through  the  signature  of  a 
state  officer,  of  the  Librarian  of  the  local 
library'  or  of  the  official  head  of  any  other 
educational  institution  or  on  receipt  of  a 
$5.00  deposit;  to  a  club  or  grange  on  re- 
quest of  its  president,  secretary  or  libra- 
rian. 

The  State  Library  paj'S  the  cost  of 
transi>ortation  to  any  one  borrowing 
through  a  county  free  library,  but  in 
every  other  instance  the  charges  both 
ways  are  paid  by  the  borrower.  Wells 
Fargo  Express  Co.  has  granted  a  half- 
merchandise  rate  to  the  Borrower  on  re- 
turn shipments. 

The  increasing  use  of  the  Union  Cata- 
log* filed  at  the  State  Library  demon- 
strates its  extreme  value  as  a  medium  of 
exchange.  During  the  past  month,  espe- 
cially, we  have  been  able  to  fill  many  re- 
quests for  books  not  in  the  State  Library, 
by  being  able  to  refer  the  borrower  to  the 
nearest  library  having  the  book  wanted. 

If  librarians  will  list  periodical  files, 
foreign  books  and  any  unusual  books  as 
Calif orniana,  rare  editions,  etc.,  by  send- 
ing a  card  for  each  to  the  State  Library, 
the  latter  will  in  time  become  a  great 
clearing  house  for  the  entire  state.  Per- 
haps those  public  and  school  libraries  hav- 
ing classes  in  library  science  could  have 
this  listing  done  by  the  students,  and  have 
listed  in  this  way  also  other  collections  in 
the  vicinity  beside  those  where  the  classes 
are  being  held. 

Large  Loans  Collection. 

The  Reference  Department  also  sends 
out  groups  of  books  up  to  1000  volumes 
to  counties  starting  county  free  librarioR. 
These  books  are  from  a  store  room  collec- 
tion called  Large  loans  collection.  The 
greater  part  of  the  books  in  the  collection 
are  the  traveling  libraries  books.  I*i;b- 
lishers*  gifts  and  duplicates  not  nee<1ed  iu 
the  general  departments  of  the  library  are  | 
also  being  placed  in  this  collection. 

These  loans  are  sent  by  freiglit,  the 
county  free  libraries  borrowing  them  pay- 
ing the  freight  charges. 

In  May.  a  group  of  411  volumes  was 
loaned  from  this  collection  to  the  Imperial 
County  Free  Library ;  and  in  June  a 
group  of  877  volumes  was  loaned  to  the 
Riverside  County  Free  Library.

Catalog  Department. 

Ida  G.  Munson,  in  charge. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines ;  the 
cataloging  of  the  regular  additions  of  new 
books,  and  the  recataloging  of  much  ma- 
terial needing  a  fuller  treatment  than  it 
has  heretofore  received. 

During  April,  May  and  June  23S2  vol- 
umes were  cataloged,  adding  10,111  cards 
to  the  catalog. 

Califomia  Department. 

EuDORA  Gaboutte,  in  charge. 

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of  books 
on  the  history  and  description,  resources 
and  industries  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  Califomia  authors  in  all  de- 
partments of  literature.  These  are  made 
accessible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
Califomia  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains about  5000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 

Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

A  number  of  most  valuable  cards  have 
been  received  during  the  last  three 
months. 

James  Denman  was  principal  of  the 
first  free  school  organized  under  the  Cali- 
fornia state  system.  The  school  was 
subsequently  named  for  htm.  It  was  first 
housed  in  a  small  shack  at  Second  and 
Minna  streets,  then  known  as  Happy  Val- 
ley. Since  the  death  of  Mr  Denman. 
San  Francisco  has  named  one  of  its 
largest  grammar  schools  for  him.  He  was 
superintendent  of  s<^hools  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  as  such  organized  the  Boys* 
High,  the  Girls'  High  and  the  Valencia. 
Hayes  Valley,  Clement,  and  Lincoln 
Grammar  schools.  After  his  retirement 
from  the  school  department  he  servecl  on 
the  board  of  supervisors  and  took  an 
active  part  in  all  civic  matters.  He  died 
in  Sun  Francisco,  February  0,  1909. 

Much  interesting  material  regarding 
Governor  John  G.  Downey  has  been  fur- 
nished by  his  sister,  Mrs  Kleanor  Martin. 
Governor  Downey  during  his  term  of  office 
vetoed  the  famous  Bulkhead  bill,  thereby 
saving  to  San  Francisco  her  water  front. 
He  held  many  public  offices  and  was  noted 
for  his  many  public  and  private  benevo- 
lences. 
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Samuel  Wood  Johnson  of  San  Diego 
arrived  in  1846,  liaving  crossed  the  plains 
with  Governor  Boggs  of  Missouri.  He 
served  with  Fr6mont  during  the  Conquest 
of  California. 

Colonel  Thomas  Baker,  after  whom 
Bakersfield  was  named,  came  to  the  State 
in  1850  and  served  in  the  legislature  as 
both  senator  and  assemblyman.  He  died 
in  Bakersfield  November  24,  1872. 

James  de  Fremery  was  a  prominent 
"49er."  He  was  the  Dutch  Consul  at  San 
Francisco  for  some  time ;  also  founder  and 
president  of  the  Savings  Union  and  presi- 
dent of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce.      His    death    occurred    May,

Statistics  are  printed  for  the  quarter, 
but  are  sent  in  by  the  libraries  for  each 
month  separately  in  most  cases,  and  will 
be  furnished  to  any  one  who  wishes  them 
in  the  monthly  form  upon  application  to 
California  State  Library.  So  that  the 
figures  for  circulation  may  be  uniform, 
current  magazines  are  included  in  the 
total  whether  reported  that  way  or  not. 

The  annual  incomes  as  quoted  for  the 
free  public  libraries  are  computed  when 
possible  from  the  city  clerks'  reports  sent 
to  the  State  Controller's  office,  and  are 
based  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  non- 
operative  property. 

Blanks  for  July,  August  and  Septem- 
ber statistics  were  sent  to  all  of  the 
libraries  in  September. 

There  are  in  California  21  county  free 
libraries ;  1  library  district  library  ;  2  high 
school  district  libraries ;  124  libraries  sup- 
ported by  city  taxation;  66  law  libraries, 
of  which  55  are  county  law  libraries;  58 
county  teachers'  libraries;  329  libraries 
in  educational  institutions,  of  which  5  are 
universities,  0  colleges,  6  normal  schools, 
241  public  high  schools,  68  private  schools 
and  other  institutions ;  50  miscellaneous 
institution  libraries  and  66  association  or 
society  libraries ;  54  subscription  libraries. 
In  connection  with  the  above  libraries 
there  are  365  branch(»s  and  deposit  sta- 
tions. 

There  are  117  library  buildings,  of 
which  08  wero  gifts,  and  of  these  gifts  83 
are  from  Andrew  Carnogio.  Of  those  83 
Carnegie  buildings.  6  an»  under  construc- 
tion, and  1  is  lM»ing  planne<l.

wants  a  permanent  position  in  a  library, 
or  who  wants  special  work,  such  as  cata-

Examinations. 

The  next  examination  will  be  held  at 
the  1913  annual  meeting  of  the  California 
Library  Association.  The  date  and  place 
of  the  meeting  have  not  yet  been  decided 
upon,  but  the  date  will  probably  not  be 
earlier  than  June,  1913. 

All  who  have  applications  on  file  with 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board  will  be  duly 
notified. 

The  examinations  are  not  of  a  conven- 
tional nature  concerning  literary  and  his- 
torical subjects,  but  more  especially  con- 
cern int?  those  pertinent  to  the  conduct  of  a 
county  free  library.  And  though  the 
qtie.stions  may  not  deal  largely  with  tech- 
nical library  subjects,  yet  it  is  not  advis- 
able for  any  one  to  take  the  examination 
who  hns  not  had  library  training  and  ex- 
porlonoe,  ns  a  thorough  understanding  of 
library  technique  is  necessary  for  the  suc- 
c«'S8ful  conduct  of  a  county  library  system. 

The  Board  of  Library  Examiners  has 
decided  that  for  the  present  at  least  exam- 
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iuations  will  not  be  given  outside  the  state, 
for  many  reasons.  Experience  has  shown 
that  only  persons  who  have  lived  in  the 
state  and  have  done  library  work  in  a  way 
to  gain  a  personal  knowledge  of  Cali- 
fomia  conditions  really  understand  the 
county  library  plan  for  California.  The 
aim  of  the  examination  is  to  see  how 
thorough  is  the  applicant's  knowledge  of 
the  conditions  under  which  the  county 
library  work  must  be  carried  on,  and  of 
the  problems  to  be  met  in  thd  woric  as 
it  is  actually  being  done  in  this  state. 
One  must  have  technical  library  knowl- 
edge in  order  to  conduct  the  county  library 
system  successfully  and  experience  in 
other  fields  may  prove  a  valuable  asset, 
but  a  real  understanding  of  the  work  here 
is  absolutely  necessary.  And  those  who 
do  understand  what  we  are  doing  and 
what  we  hope  to  do  will  not  find  the 
examination  difficult.  Again,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  feel  that  the  oral  ex- 
amination which  follows  the  written  is 
most  important.  They  feel  that  they  can 
not  fairly  judge  of  an  applicant *s  qualifi- 
cations without  meeting  him  in  this  way. 


In  view  of  these  facts  it  would  seem 
unwise  at  the  present  time  to  give  the 
examinations  anywhere  except  under  the 
direct  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Library 
Examiners. 

Sample  examination  questions  can  not 
be  furnished.

Susan  T.  Smith,  in  charge. 

The  Reference  Department  furnishes 
Information  to  any  inquirer.  It  furnishes 
books  to  pabllc  libraries,  or  anv  other 
educational  institution,  on  application; 
to  individuals  through  the  signature  of  a 
state  officer,  of  the  Librarian  of  the  local 
library  or  of  the  official  head  of  any  other 
educational  institution  or  on  receipt  of  a 
$5.00  deposit;  to  a  club  or  grange  on  re- 
quest of  its  president,  secretary  or  libra- 
rian. 

The  State  Library  pays  the  cost  of 
transportation  to  any  one  borrowing 
through  a  county  free  library,  but  in 
every  other  instance  the  charges  both 
ways  are  paid  by  the  borrower.  Wells 
Fargo  Express  (5o.  has  granted  a  half- 
merchandise  rate  to  the  borrower  on  re- 
turn shipments. 

The  newspapers  have  recently  pub- 
lished quite  generally  notice  of  a  service 
that  the  State  Library  would  like  very 
much  to  be  able  to  give,  but  which  Is 
impossible  now  with  its  present  fund,  and 
reduced  staff.  The  newspapers  stated 
that  we  were  making  up  study  outlines  on 
all  sorts  of  subjects  and  collections  of 
books  to  go  with  the  study  outlines.  Of 
course  it  would  not  be  our  wish  to  make 
up  special  collections  of  books,  but  we 
would  like  to  be  able  to  furnish  from  the 
Reference  Department  outlines  for  study 
on  any  subject  that  is  sent  to  us  by  any 
library  or  individual  and  to  furnish  with 
the  outline  a  bibliography  of  the  best 
material  available  on  the  subject  with 
quite  full  notes. 

Doubtless  this  service  will  be  under- 
taken if  the  State  Library  fund  is  in- 
creased by  the  next  Legislature.  In  the 
mean  time  if  any  California  libraries  have 
made  outlines  that  they  have  found  espe- 
cially useful,  we  would  be  glad  to  have 
copies  sent  to  the  State  Library,  and  if 
used,  due  acknowledgment  will  be  made 
to  the  Library  that  has  furnished  th<*m. 
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The  letters  that  came  in  after  the 
newspapers  published  the  notice  show  that 
the  demand  for  such  service  would  be 
very  great  and  would  come  from  every 
part  of  the  State. 

Large  Loans  Collection. 

The  Reference  Department  also  sends 
out  groups  of  books  up  to  1000  volumes 
to  counties  starting  county  free  libraries. 
These  books  are  from  a  store  room  collec- 
tion called  I^rge  loans  collection.  The 
greater  part  of  the  books  in  the  collection 
are  the  traveling  libraries  books.  Pub- 
lishers' gifts  and  duplicates  not  needed  in 
the  general  departments  of  the  library  are 
also  being  placed  in  this  collection. 

These  loans  are  sent  by  freight,  the 
county  free  libraries  borrowing  them  pay- 
ing the  freight  charges. 

The  Model  School  Library,  which  was 
the  property  of  the  California  Teachers* 
Association  and  the  California  I/ibrary 
Association,  has  recently  been  presented 
to  the  State  Library,  and  will  soon  become 
a  part  of  the  Large  loans  collection.  A 
list  of  the  books  that  are  in  tiiis  collection 
appeared  in  the  Western  Journal  of  Edu- 
cation for  March  and  April,  1910. 

Kings  County  is  preparing  to  send  in  a 
request  for  a  loan  from  the  Large  loans 
collection  to  assist  it  in  making  its  start 
in  county  free  library  service. 

Catalog  Department. 

Ida  G.  Munson,  in  charge. 

The  work  of  the  Catalog  Department 
is  proceeding  along  two  parallel  lines;  the 
cataloging  of  the  regular  additions  of  new 
books,  and  the  recataloging  of  much  ma- 
terial needing  a  fuller  treatment  than  it 
has  heretofore  received. 

During  July,  August  and  September 
1023  volumes  were  cataloged,  adding  62a0 
cards  to  the  catalog. 

California  Department. 

EUDORA  Garoutte,  in  charge. 

The  California  Department  aims  to 
have  a  thoroughly  good  collection  of  books 
on  the  history  and  description,  resources 
and  industries  of  the  State,  as  well  as  the 
works  of  California  authors  in  all  de- 
partments of  literature.  These  are  made 
occ^ssible  by  means  of  a  card  catalog. 
Full  names  and  biographical  sketches  of 
California  authors,  artists,  musicians, 
pioneers  and  early  settlers  are  being  se- 
cured, together  with  their  photographs. 
The  collection  of  bound  periodicals  is 
quite  large.  The  Department  also  con- 
tains about  5000  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, a  file  of  which  is  being  indexed 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  State. 
Students  will  be  assisted  in  their  work. 


Pioneers  and  Early  Settlers. 

It  is  always  interesting  to  receive  the 
cards  of  those  who  arrived  in  California 
prior  to  the  gold  rush  of  1849.  Mr  and 
Mrs  James  Gregson  made  the  overland 
trip,  reaching  Sutter's  Fort  October  20, 
1845.  Mr  Gregson  took  an  active  part  in 
the  conquest  of  California,  having  enlisted 
under  General  Fremont.  He  was  in  the 
battle  of  Salinas  plains  and  guarded  Gen- 
eral Vallejo  during  the  time  he  was  a 
military  prisoner.  Later  he  was  the 
blacksmith  working  on  Sutter*s  mill  at  the 
time  gold  was  discovered.  Mrs  Gregson 
claims  to  be  the  mother  of  the  first  white 
child  born  at  Sutter's  Fort. 

The  cards  of  a  number  of  those  who 
came  in  '49  have  been  received  and  are 
noted  as  follows:  Thomas  Whaley,  after 
a  short  residence  in  San  Francisco,  went 
to  San  Diego  in  1860  where  he  lived 
continuously  until  his  death  in  1890.  Mr 
Whaley  claimed  to  be  tne  founder  of  the 
brick  industry  in  the  State.  He  took  a 
great  interest  in  the  affairs  of  southern 
California  and  left  an  interesting  and 
valuable  collection  of  historical  material. 
Mrs  Whaley  was  the  first  American 
woman  in   that   locality. 

Mr  and  Mrs  John  Francis  Pope  lived 
for  about  sixty  years  in  San  Francisco. 
Mr  Pope  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education  and  aided  in  the  establishment 
of  the  first  free  public  school  in  California. 

Dr  Benjamin  Franklin  Keene  was  the 
organizer  and  first  President  of  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Medical  Society.  He  served 
as  senator  from  El  Dorado  county  daring 
the  sessions  of  1852,  1853,  and  1854.  He 
received  the  nomination  for  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  later  for  State  Treasurer, 
but  died  before  the  election  of  1856. 

John  Mugg  Wel)b  was  also  an  argo- 
naut. 

Among  the  early  settlers  arriving  in  the 
fifties  there  are  many  interesting  cards. 
Edward  Putnam  Flint  was  a  shipping 
and  commission  merchant  for  many  years. 
In  1851  he  and  two  other  young  men  led 
in  the  organization  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  in  San  Francisco. 
Ho  was  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  Oak- 
land Public  Library  when  it  was  turned 
over  to  the  city  and  has  been  on  the  Board 
since.  Rev.  Joseph  Rowell.  now  9i2  years 
of  ap\  has  been  prominent  in  the  religions 
life  of  the  State  since  1857.  When  Mr 
Rowell  was  87  years  old  he  made  a  trip 
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abroad,  unattended,  viBiting  Europe,  Asia 
and  Africa.  Benjamin  Drejfus,  the 
founder  of  Anatieim,  was  a  pioneer  in 
viticulture  and  the  first  prospector  for 
petroleum  in  California. 

Other  cards  of  interest  are  those  of 
Antoinette  Davis  Kidder,  Charles  Hooper 
Pyle,  Mrs  Margaret  Keatley  Webb,  and 
Charles  Joseph  Wingerter.
